— The  Board  of 
rade  has  made  an  Order,  the  Toilet 
equisites  (Maximum  Prices)  Order  (S.R. 

0.,  No.  752,  H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
rice  id.),  controlling  the  manufacturing, 
'■holesale  and  retail  prices  of  toilet 
aper.  The  maximun  permitted  prices  of 
randed  toilet  paper  are  set  out  in  a  Schedule 
)  the  Order,  and  the  maximum  prices  of 
abranded  toilet  paper  can  be  computed  by 
method  laid  down  by  the  Order. 

Industrial  Alcohol  Licensing. — The  Min- 
ter  of  Supply  has  made  an  Order  reducing 
le  minimum  quantity  of  industrial  alcohol 
)ther  than  mineralised  methylated  spirit) 
bove  which  dealings  are  subject  to  licens- 
ig.  Licences  will  now  be  necessary  for 
uantities  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  one 
illon  in  any  period  of  one  calendar  month, 
iquiries  and  applications  for  licences 
lould  be  addressed  to  the  Molasses  and 
idustrial  Alcohol  Control,  Great  Burgh, 
psom.  Copies  of  the  Order  (the  Control 
'  Molasses  and  Industrial  Alcohol  (No.  16) 
rder,  1942),  which  came  into  force  on 


May  I,  may  be  obtained  from  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  York  House,  Kingsway, 
London,  W.C.2  (price  id.). 

Control  of  Exports. — Under  the  Export 
of  Goods  (Control)  (No.  21)  Order,  which 
comes  into  force  on  May  19,  export  control 
is  extended  to  cover  weighing  machines, 
balances  and  scales  ;  handbags  and  purses  ; 
razor  cases  and  safety  razor  boxes  ;  hair 
clips,  hair  curlers,  hair  grips,  hair  pins  and 
hair  slides  ;  pins  and  safety  pins  ;  nail 
files  ;  potassium  antimony  tartrate,  sodium 
antimony  tartrate.  Applications  for 
licences  to  export  razor  cases  and  safety 
razor  boxes,  handbags,  purses  and  similar 
receptacles  and  nail  files  will  not  normally 
be  entertained.  The  existing  licensing 
requirements  with  respect  to  barium  car- 
bonate, barium  nitrate  and  barium  sulphate, 
including  blanc  fixe  and  chromium  com- 
pounds and  preparations  thereof  are  super- 
seded by  the  provisions  that  licences  will, 
in  future,  be -required  to  export  the  follow- 
ing : — Barium  compounds,  chromium  com- 
pounds  and  certain  preparations  thereof

The  following  classes  of  goods,  the  export 
of  which  was  previously  prohibited  to 
certain  specified  destinations  will,  in  future, 
require  licences  (as  chromium  compounds 
and/or  preparations  thereof)  to  export  to 
all  destinations  : — Barium  chromate  and 
pigments  containing  barium  chromate, 
pigments  containing  lead  chromate,  zinc 
chromates  and  pigments  containing  zinc 
chromate. 

Calf  Lymph. — The  different  method  now 
employed  in  the  purification  of  calf  lymph 
necessitates  a  limitation  in  the  period  of 
storage  on  merchant  ships.  Calf  lymph 
on  board  ships  should  be  kept  in  cold 
storage  at  a  temperature  of  approximately 
14-20°  F,,  and  should  be  replaced  at 
intervals  not  exceeding  six  months. 

Revised  Prices  for  Invert  Sugar. — The 
Ministry  of  Food  announces  that  the 
maximum  wholesale  prices  of  invert  sugar 
will  be  increased  by  gd.  per  cwt.  from 
April  27.  The  revised  maximum  prices  are 
as  follows  :  Invert  No.  i,  51s.  6d.  per  cwt., 
net  weight ;  invert  No.  2,  50s.  6d.  ;  invert 
No.  3  (including  black),  49s.  6d. 

Control  of  Starch  made  from  Wheat. — 
Under  Article  2  {a)  of  the  Starch  and  Dex- 
trin (Control)  Order,  1941  (S.R.  &  O.,  1941, 
No.  1 991),  the  use  of  sago  flour,  tapioca 
flour  or  tapioca  dextrin  is  prohibited 
except  under  licence.  The  Minister  of  Food 
has  now  made  an  Order  adding  wheat  and 
wheat  products  to  the  list  of  prohibited 
commodities.  The  amending  Order  came 
into  force  on  May  i. 

Prices  of  Tar  Products. — The  Ministry  of 
Supply  announces  that  the  following  maxi- 
mum prices  have  been  fixed  until  further 
notice  for  Archangel  tar,  American  retort 
pine  tar  and  American  pine  pitch  :  Arch- 
angel Tar  :  10  gallons  and  over,  5s.

American  Pine  Pitch  :  28-lb.  containers 
and  over,  46s.  net  per  cwt.  ;  7  lb.  and  over, 
but  under  28  lb.,  48s.  net  per  cwt.  All  the 
above  prices  are  duty  paid  ex  seller's  store 
in  containers  supplied  by  seller,  and  apply 
to  sales  in  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland. — The  Coal  Tar  Acids  Prices 
(Inland)  Order,  1942  (S.R.  &  O.,  1942, 
No.  731),  which  came  into  force  on  May  i, 
fixes  maximum  home-market  prices  for  tar 
acids.

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TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 


New  Wholesale  Accounts 

Reference  was  made  in  this  section  three 
weeks  ago,  apropos  of  supplies  to  bazaar 
stores  registered  with  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  to  the  undesirability  of  the  opening 
of  new  accounts  by  manufacturers  during 
the  war.  Support  for  this  view  from  another 
standpoint  is  to  be  found  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association  (p.  484).  After  the  first  Limit- 
ation of  Supplies  Order  was  issued  a  large 
number  of  new  wholesale  distributors 
entered  the  range  of  trades  with  which  the 
P.A.T.A.  is  concerned,  with  consequent 
disturbance  in  the  movement  of  supplies 
to  established  wholesalers  and  retailers. 
Unhappily  this  trouble  is  not  merely  past 
history  :  only  the  other  day  an  order  sent 
to  a  pharmacy  with  which  I  am  acquainted 
included  two  P.A.T.A.  items,  and  neither 
of  them  was  then  obtainable.  It  is,  in  fact, 
now  usual  for  some  customers  to  order  such 
goods  in  advance  in  the  hope  that  they  will 
one  day  turn  up.  To  what  extent  these 
delays  are  due  to  the  irruption  of  "  snatch  " 
traders  I  have  no  means  of  knowing  ;  but 
the  factor,  whatever  its  relative  importance, 
should  be  eliminated  promptly.  Even 
without  considering  higher  motives,  com- 
mon sense  suggests  declining  new  and 
unrecommended  custom  at  a  time  when  the 
output  is  already  insufficient  to  meet  the 
demand  for  it.  I  read  with  satisfaction  that 
the  P.A.T.A.  Council  and  the  manufac- 
turing section  of  the  Association  are  in 
accord  in  this  matter. 

Economies  in  Prescribing 

The  memorandum  on  economies  in  pre- 
scribing circulated  to  Scottish  medical 
practitioners  is  equally  relevant  for  prac- 
titioners in  other  parts  of  the  United 
Kingdom.  (The  average  reader's  first 
comment  may  be  that  Scottish  doctors  are 
in  no  need  of  exhortations  to  economy  ;  but 
let  that  pass.)  The  fact  is  that  medical  men 
are  not  in  so  favourable  a  position  as 
pharmacists  to  know  what  medicaments 
are  affected  by  war-time  demands,  and  that 
they  need  a  reminder  of  .this  nature — in 
some  cases,  more  than  one.  Without 
attempting  to  comment  in  systematic  detail 
on  this  useful  document,  I  may  briefly  men- 
tion three  of  the  substances  named  in  it. 
Liquid  paraffin,  as  one  of  your  Medical 
Abstracts  recently  showed,  is  under  suspi- 
cion of  being  a  laxative  with  undesirable 
effects  which  may  become  serious :  its 


routine  prescribing  may  therefore  t 
suspended  till  more  is  known  about  i1 
action  in  the  intestinal  tract.  During  th 
past  winter  I  have  watched  the  use  ( 
vitaminised  oil  as  a  substitute  for  cod  liv( 
oil  in  a  case  in  which  the  taking  of  the  latt( 
has  hitherto  been  a  cold-weather  precai 
tion  :  the  result  has  appeared  to  be  qui" 
satisfactory.  We  read  in  the  memorandui 
that  soap  liniment  should  not  be  prescribeJ 
but  no  suggestion  is  made  as  to  an  altern;| 
tive  to  this  convenient  application.  Turpe^ 
tine  liniment,  which  readily  comes  to  mini 
is  open  to  objection  on  the  ground  that  c 
of  turpentine  is  an  imported  article.  I 
genuity  seems  to  be  called  for  here. 

Meagre  Reports 

Writing  before  the  event,  I  am  wonderii 
whether  the  forthcoming  report  of  tl 
month's  Council  meeting  of  the  Pharm 
ceutical  Society  will  be  less  meagre  than  h 
been  usual  of  late.  For  comparison  I  ha 
gone  back  to  the  years  1922  and  193 
taking  the  first  six  months  in  each  case. 
1922  you  allotted  a  total  of  205  inches 
your  six  reports  :  allowing  for  the  differen 
in  size  between  your  former  columns  a] 
your  present  ones,  this  total  is  equivale 
to  an  average  of  three  and  a  half  C.  & 
pages,  new  style,  for  each  meeting.  In  19 
the  corresponding  average  for  the  half-y€ 
was  just  over  a  column  more.    It  was 
1922  that  the  Council  started  the  system 
holding  a  meeting  in  private  on  the  eve 
the  Wednesday  meeting  to  which  the  Pr* 
is  invited.  There  seems  to  'be  no  objecti 
to  this  system  so  far  as  it  enables  subje' 
that  may  be  confidential  in  their  ea; 
stages  to  be  discussed  without  the  resei 
normally    imposed    by    the  thought 
publicity  ;  but  I  think  it  tends  to  be  was 
ful  of  time,  and  I  suggest  a  stricter  curt. 
ment  of  the  matters  to  be  kept  from  put 
knowledge  in  this  way.  Not  only  are  pres( 
reports  of  these  Council  meetings  short,  I 
they  are  also  so  matter-of-fact  as  to  sugg 
that  the  meetings  take  place  in  an  atn 
sphere  of  what  has  been  called  inspissa' 
gloom.  Your  reporter  can,  of  course,  o: 
pass  on  to  the  world,  with  your  conse 
what  is  actually  said.   Something  must 
allowed  for  the  exigencies  of  war  in 
forcing  brevity  ;  but  surely  our  councillB 
could  sometimes  contrive  to  impart  a  lilll 
more  variety  to  subjects  of  public  interflJ 
and  not  necessarily  by  disagreeing  vm

DISPENSING 

Drug  Tariff. — A  list  of  revised  prices  for 
the  month  of  April  has  been  issued.  It 
includes  forty-two  drugs  and  galenicals  and 
two  dressings,  prices  of  which  have  changed 
during  the  month. 

Southport. — "  We  look  upon  the  calling 
up  of  chemists  and  doctors  as  a  serious 
matter  ;  we  cannot  do  without  them  in  this 
area,  crowded  as  we  now  are,"  said  the 
chairman  of  the  local  Insurance  Committee 
at  its  April  meeting.

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LEGAL  REPORTS 


Eire  Trade  Mark  Case. — In  the  Eire 
Patents  Court  recently,  the  Controller 
adjourned  the  hearing  of  an  application  for 
the  registration  of  the  trade  mark  "  Har- 
vesan "  by  Hygeia,  Ltd.,  Galway,  which 
was  opposed  by  Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
Nottingham.  It  was  stated  that  "  Har- 
vesan  "  was  the  trade  mark  used  by  Messrs. 
Boots  in  connexion  with  seed  dressings 
which  they  had  on  the  market  in  Eire  for  a 
considerable  time  and  was  so  registered 
and  extensively  advertised  in  Britain.  The 
use  of  the  name  by  Hygeia,  Ltd.,  was 
claimed  to  be  misleading  and  confusing, 
and  in  Northern  Ireland  was  a  breach  of  the 
British  registration.  The  case  for  Hygeia, 
Ltd.,  was  that  Boots,  Ltd.,  did  not  deal  in 
such  a  product  in  Eire.  They  did  not 
admit  that  Messrs.  Boots  had  placed 
"  Harvesan  "  on  the  Irish  market,  and  that 
it  had  been  extensively  advertised  in 
Ireland,  and  held  that  if  it  had  been  used, 
its  use  had  been  abandoned. 

Arsenic  in  Gelatin. — At  West  Bromwich 
Police  Court  recently,  Alfred  Adams  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  were  the  defendants  on  two  summonses 
for  selling  gelatin  not  of  the  quality 
demanded.  For  the  prosecution  it  was 
stated  that  as  a  result  of  a  report  on  an 
informal  sample,  two  official  samples  of 
gelatin  were  bought  from  the  company.  It 
was  found,  on  analysis,  that  one  of  the 
samples  contained  arsenic  in  the  proportion 
of  one- tenth  of  a  grain  per  lb.  and  the  other 
one-thirty-third  of  a  grain.  The  accepted 
standard  of  arsenic  content  in  foodstuffs 
was  that  it  was  not  to  be  more  than  one 
one-hundredth  of  a  grain  per  lb. 

Mr.  L.  Moore,  managing  director  of  the 
company,  said  that  war-time  changes  in 
raw  materials  were  leading  gelatin  makers 
to  protest  that  it  was  no  longer  a  practical 
possibility  to  make  edible  gelatin  with  an 
arsenical  content  within  the  limits  of  the 
standard.  The  invasion  of  Belgium  had 
stopped  large  supplies  from  that  country, 
and  the  hides  from  abroad  contained  a 
larger  proportion  of  arsenic  than  English 
hides.  Non-edible  gelatin  for  industrial 
purposes  might  contain  a  high  proportion 
of  arsenic.  He  produced  the  warranties 
which  had  been  received  with  the  consign- 
ments. 

Both  charges  were  dismissed.

Penalties  for  Black-market  Offences. — 

Mr.  Wootton-Davies  asked  the  Home  Secre- 
tary on  April  28  whether  his  attention  had 
been  drawn  to  the  case  of  Mr.  William 
Henry  Johnstone,  Netherleigh,  Woking, 
a  director  of  Woodlands  (Chemists),  Ltd., 
who,  after  being  fined  ;^io,ooo  and  £15  15s. 
costs  for  a  quota  offence,  filed  his  petition 
in  bankruptcy ;  and  whether  the  Home 
Secretary  would  take  steps  to  prevent  people 
convicted  of  black-market  or  quota  offences 
from  evading  the  penalties  imposed  on  them 
in  this  way. 

The  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Home  Department  (Mr.  Peake)  :  The  two 
cases  to  which  my  hon.  Friend  refers  are 
illustrative  of  a  general  problem  to  which 
my  right  hon.  Friend  has  been  giving  his 
attention.  The  question  is  already  under 
consideration  of  amending  the  existing  law 
relating  to  the  enforcement  of  fines  so  as 
to  enable  appropriate  action  to  be-  taken 
in  cases  where  large  fines  are  imposed  under 
the  Defence  Regulations.

Display  of  drugs,  oils  and  spices  linked  with  tribute  to 
Merchant  Navy 
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BIRKENHEAD  MUTUAL  AID  SCHEME 


Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Pharmacists' 
Association,  at  a  meeting  at  Birkenhead  on 
April  22,  recommended  its  members  to 
join  the  local  traders'  mutual  assistance 
salvage  scheme.  The  Association  is  asking 
for  representation  on  the  committee. 
Messrs.  F.  G.  Collins  and  R.  Pilkington 
said  the  purpose  of  the  scheme  was  mutual 
help,  whereby  a  trader  who  escaped  air-raid 
damage  assisted  in  recovering  the  goods  of 
a  less  fortunate  neighbour  and  in  re-estab- 
lishing him  in  business  with  the  least 
possible  dislocation  of  trade.  As  soon  as 
possible  after  damage,  a  valuer  would 
visit  the  site  to  value  the  damaged  goods. 
When  this  had  been  done,  the  goods  would 
be  released  for  sale  without  waiting  for  a 
visit  from  the  Board  of  Trade  valuer,  for 
unless  goods  were  quickly  salvaged  they 
might  suffer  further  deterioration.  It  was 
hoped  that  in  such  an  emergency  local 
chemists  might  be  employed  to  assist  in 
assessing  the  damage  to  chemists'  stocks. 
As  much  as  possible  must  be  recovered, 
owing  to  difficulties  of  replacement. 

Closing  Hours  for  Dispensaries 

Some  discussion  arose  on  the  reported 
desire  of  the  local  Insurance  Committee 
that  chemists'  shops  should  close  during  the 
summer  months  at  7.15  p.m.  instead  of 
6.30  p.m.  as  at  present.  There  had  been  a 
stubborn  fight  to  prevent  this  extension, 
and  deadlock  had  so  far  resulted.  Discus- 
sions were  still  in  progress. 

Address  on  Pharmacy's  Future 

In  a  five-minute  paper  on  "The  Future 
of  Pharmacy,"  Mr.  C.  H.  Crawshaw 
expressed  disagreement  with  Mr.  Mallin- 
son's  suggestion  of  two  qualifications  for 
pharmacists  (one  for  professional  work  and 
a  lower  one  for  retail  traders)  and  limitation 
of  the  number  of  pharmacies.  He  considered 
that  any  reduction  in  the  standard  of  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  examina- 
tion would  of  necessity  imply  a  lowering 
of  prestige  of  the  retail  pharmacist  at  a  time 
when  he  would  most  need  t]^is  prestige.  It 
was  likely  that  after  the  war  the  medical 
facilities  of  this  country  would  be  placed  on 
some  form  of  State  basis.  In  that  case,  the 
pharmacist  would  have  to  fight  hard  indeed 
for  any  privileges.  Two  certificates  should 
be  available,  but  only  two,  and  these  he 
thought  could  be  obtained  at  the  same  time 
by  abolishing  the  Ph.C.  examation,  leaving 
the  title  to  the  M.P.S.,  who  would  then  be 


called  officially  what  he  was  usually,  said 
the  speaker,  called  by  the  public  :  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.  The  present  B.  Pharm 
degree  would  still  be  available  for  the 
hospital  and  research  worker.  To  try  and 
create  professional  standing  in  official  oi 
Government  circles  after  bringing  in  such 
a  subject  as  business  methods  in  the 
qualifying  examination  was  ridiculous 
Limitation  of  pharmacies  was  alread} 
brought  about  by  the  war-tiine  system  o 
licensing  new  businesses,  and  this  system 
said  Mr.  Crawshaw,  would  undoubtedl} 
be  retained  after  the  war  for  some  yearsj 
perhaps  permanently.  The  limitation  o 
pharmacists  could  not  be  controlled  b 
continually  raising  the  examination  require 
ments. 

Discussion 

Mr.  J.  EvASON  contended  that  pharm£ 
cists  must  submit  to  a  more  severe  coc 
of  ethics,  particularly  regarding  the  registra 
tion  of  pharmacies  and  the  places  wher 
pharmacists  might  be  employed.  The  publi 
must  be  made  aware  of  the  qualification  c 
pharmacists,  who  were  the  only  suitabl 
people  to  distribute  drugs  to  the  public  an 
to  advise  them  on  the  taking  of  medicine; 
Legislation  was  needed  to  protect  the  publi 
from  buying  medicinal  preparations  froi 
unqualified  people. 

Mr.  F.  Howarth  said  the  pharmacis 
was  not  so  intimately  the  friend  of  th 
public  as  he  once  had  been.  Whether 
was  modern  business  methods  which  ha 
alienated  public  sympathy  he  did  not  knov 
He  believed  too  many  apprentices  wei 
entering  pharmacy.

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CHEMISTRY  AND  THE  COMMUNITY 


i'HE  annual  meeting  of  the  London  Section 
if  the  British  Association  of  Chemists  was 
leld  in  London  on  May  2,  the  chairman 
Mr.  W.  C.  Peck.  M.Sc,  A.I.C,  M.I.Chem.E.) 
)residing.  In  the  course  of  his  address  on 
he  subject  of  "  The  Profession  of  Chemistry 
,nd  the  Community,"  the  chairman  said  : — 
am  going  to  attempt  to  give  to  you  some 
houghts  on  the  chemist  in  his  relation  to 
he  social  structure  at  the  present  time,  to 
uggest  some  of  his  responsibilities,  and 
•oint  out  some  of  his  opportunities  in  the 
uture.  During  the  last  few  months  there 
lave  appeared  many  interesting  letters  and 
ditorials  on  the  profession  of  chemistry. 
?hat  so  many  contributions  have  appeared 
hows  that  improvement  in  the  professional 
tructure  of  chemistry  is  in  the  minds  of 
aany  chemists  today:  There  appears  to 
le,  however,  much  confusion  in  the  minds 
f  the  contributors  as  to  the  direction  in 
/hich  such  improvements  should  be  made, 
nd  many  of  the  proposals,  whilst  at  first 
ight  appearing  laudable,  seem  to  be  based 
n  unsound  reasoning.  There  appear  to  be 
Jiree  quite  distinct  and  definite  proposals 
[rhich  are  put  forward,   although  their 

F'  nsors  do  not  put  any  of  them  clearly  but 
d  to  advocate  schemes  embodying  parts 
two  or  three  of  these  basic  ideas. 

he  Main  Proposals 

I .  To  federate  all  the  existing  associations 
ad  societies  in  Great  Britain  under  one 
lain  body.  2 .  To  organise  a  real  profession 
f  chemistry  to  include  all  chemists  from  the 
lost  important  down  to  the  youngest  and 
lost  ambitious  of  laboratory  assistants. 
.  To  create  a  closed  and  properly  recruited 
ad  highly  remunerative  professional  organ- 
iation  of  trained  persons,  so  that  they  shall 
jceive  a  fair  and  reasonable  reward  for  their 
srvices. 

Let  us  consider  the  first  proposal,  that 
)r  the  federation  of  chemical  societies  (the 
astitute  of  Chemistry,  Chemical  Society, 
ociety  of  Chemical  Industry,  British 
.ssociation  of  Chemists,  Chemical  Club,  and 
11  other  societies)  under  a  main  body.  The 
urpose  of  this  policy  would  be  : — (a)  To 
in  the  many  separate  organisations  more 
:onomically  by  means  of  a  central  secre- 
iriat.  {b)  To  co-ordinate  the  work  of  all 
lemical  organisations  of  a  technical  and 
rofessional  nature,  {c)  To  house  all  these 
rganisations  under  one  roof  and  so  obtain 
lequate  and  imposing  premises  at  a  reason- 
ble  cost,    (d)  By  interchange  of  member- 


ship on  preferential  terms,  to  enhance  the 
value  of  each  society,  (e)  To  control  the 
setting  up  of  other  chemical  activities 
except  under  the  auspices  of  the  Federation. 
Some  movement  along  the  lines  proposed 
had,  of  course,  already  been  taken  under  the 
General  Chemical  CouncU,  but  the  reason 
for  this  has  been  the  onerous  duty  imposed 
on  certain  Societies  by  the  obligation  of 
publishing  technical  literature.  The  second 
and  third  proposals  both  concern  the  organ- 
isation of  a  profession  of  chemistry,  but 
differ  in  their  conception  of  the  profession. 
The  'Second  proposal  includes  persons  other 
than  those  qualified,  whilst  the  third  would 
include  only  those  who  have  obtained  a 
definite  standard  of  qualification. 

The  second  proposal  for  organising  a  real 
profession  of  chemistry,  including  alL 
chemists  from  the  young  laboratory  assist- 
ant, is  already  finding  some  advocates. 
Whereas  personnel  for  teaching  and  research 
is  recruited  from  the  Universities  generally, 
it  has  to  be  recognised  that  industry  recruits 
chemists  by  two  main  methods.  One 
method  is  by  engaging  persons  who  have 
passed  through  a  course  of  training  in  science 
and  who  have  been  examined  by  some 
authority  such  as  a  University  or  the 
Institute  of  Chemistry,  and  the  other 
method  is  to  engage  young  persons  at  about 
the  age  of  sixteen  as  laboratory  assistants, 
mainly  from  the  secondary  schools,  though 
not  entirely  so.  By  far  the  greater  propor- 
tion of  these  persons  do  make  advancement 
from  their  positions  as  assistants  and  attain 
positions  as  chemists.  The  exact  number 
of  these  persons  is  a  matter  of  some  specula- 
tion, but  the  figure  of  15,000  is  probably  a 
conservative  estimate.  It  is  important  to 
realise  that  in  the  present  state  of  organ- 
isation of  the  profession  of  chemistry  there 
is  no  control  of  this  method  of  entry,  but  it 
is  equally  important  to  realise  that  these 
persons,  who  often  do  not  undergo  any 
standardised  system  of  training,  are  enter- 
ing the  chemical  industry  and  becoming 
recognised  as  chemists.  Moreover,  at  pre- 
sent there  can  be  no  control  of  this  method 
of  entry,  the  entry  being  a  two-party 
arrangement  mutually  satisfactory  to  both 
parties.  Such  a  person  acquires  a  right  to 
the  title  of  chemist  by  the  fact  that  he  is 
established  after  some  years  in  a  chemical 
position  and  has  earned  his  living  by  that 
means.  The  position  of  the  laboratory 
assistant  cannot,  therefore,  be  looked  upon 
as  a  static  om  but  a  transitionary  stage 
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and  is,  in  fact,  a  method  of  entry  into  the 
profession.  Today  the  Central  Register 
has  established  a  definite  grade  of  such 
persons,  those  with  training  up  to  Higher 
Schools  Certificate  or  Intermediate  Science 
with  five  years'  practical  experience,  and 
this  is  the  first  definite  recognition  of  a 
group  of  persons  who  have  entered  the  pro- 
fession other  than  through  a  University  or 
by  the  Institute  of  Chemistry's  examination. 
Any  organisation  gains  immeasurably  in 
power  and  influence  the  more  truly  and 
authoritatively  it  can  speak  and  act  for  the 
whole  of  the  persons  for  which  the  organ- 
isation is  available,  so  there  is  very  much 
to  be  said  for  an  extension  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  Association  to  allow  these*  per- 
sons, from  the  youngest  person  upwards,  to 
fit  more  definitely  into  the  structure  of  the 
Association. 

*  A  Closed  Profession 

The  third  proposal,  that  of  creating  a 
closed,  properly  recruited  and  highly 
remunerative  professional  organisation,  is 
not,  of  course,  new,  but  at  the  present  time 
has  been  revived.  The  proposal  is  usually 
put  forward  with  references  to  the  so-called 
closed  professions  of  medicine  and  law. 
Actually,  these  professions  differ  in  im- 
portant respects  from  that  of  chemistry. 
First,  each  is  easily  able  to  control  the 
methods  of  entry,  and  secondly  each  is  in 
much  more  direct  contact  with  the  general 
public  than  the  chemical  profession.  A 
"  closed  "  profession  can  be  established  only 
if  it  is  generally  conceded  that  a  regular 
training  and  the  attainment  of  specific 
qualifications  for  every  member  of  the  pro- 
fession is  in  the  mutual  interest  of  both  the 
individual  members,  and  also,  and  this  is 
just  as  important,  the  community  which  is 
served  by  the  profession.  Such  a  set  of 
conditions  can  be  readily  established  and 
agreed  in  the  medical  and  legal  worlds,  but 
is  much  more  difficult  to  establish  in  the 
chemical  world.  Only  in  certain  specialised 
operations  in  chemistry  have  these  two 
conditions  been  established,  e.g.,  the  ap- 
pointment of  public  analysts,  and  in  the 
control  of  the  production  of  poisons  under 
the  1933  Pharmacy  Act.  Here  the  persons 
legally  entitled  to  act  are  those  having 
qualifications  obtained  by  specified  examin- 
ations. That  it  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
community  that  all  chemical  operations 
should  be  in  the  control  of  persons  having  a 
specified  examinational  qualification  has 
not  yet  been  conceded. 

Whether  such  a  proposal,  which  in  effect 


aims  at  controlling  "  chemical  intelligence 
as  a  marketable  commodity,  is  desirable  i 
the  present  time  is  questionable.  A 
attempt  to  force  such  a  proposal  on  tt 
community,  which  has  not  conceded  i- 
justification,  would  be  sacrificing  tl 
interests  of  the  community  to  the  section;|l 
interest  of  the  chemists,  and  in  the  long  ru 
would.be  disastrous  to  the  profession.  Th 
type  of  proposal  was  typical  of  the  dem( 
cracies  in  those  years  preceding  the  wa 
During  those  years  it  was  the  "  rights  "  1 
persons  and  classes  that  were  stresse 
unduly  and  their  "  obligations  "  ar 
"  responsibilities  "  were  neglected.  In  n; 
view  it  would  be  unwise  to  stress  this  pr 
posal  at  the  present  time. 

The  Scientific  Era 

The  improper  use  or  neglect  of  science 
one  of  the  causes  of  the  present  disastroi 
world  situation.  Today,  as  chemists,  \ 
can  do  much  for  the  benefit  of  the  coi 
munity  by  stressing  the  utmost  use 
science  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  ai 
this  in  itself  will  react  to  the  benefit  of  tl 
profession  by  ensuring  a  continuous  demai 
for  more  and  more  scientists  in  the  futui 
The  responsibility  the  chemist  has  to  tl 
community  to  advise  on  the  utilisation 
scientific  knowledge  should  be  recognisi 
because  it  will  react  to  the  ultimate  bene 
of  the  chemical  profession.  This  point 
view  can  be  better  understood  by  conside 
ing  the  chemist  in  the  part  he  plays 
forming  that  group  of  persons  known 
scientists.  For  those  who  require  defii 
tions,  science  can  be  defined  as  "  t 
organised  attempt  of  mankind  to  discov 
how  things  work  as  causal  systems 
Before  the  catastrophe  of  the  present  w 
fell  upon  us  it  was  stated  that  "  under  co 
ditions  of  modern  civilisation,  the  coi 
munity  in  general,  as  well  as  industry, 
dependent  upon  pure  and  applied  scien 
for  its  continued  progress  and  prosperity 
Under  the  influence  of  modern  scienti 
discoveries  and  their  application,  not  only 
industry  but  also  in  many  other  directioi 
the  whole  basis  of  society  is  rapidly  becoi 
ing  scientific,  and  to  an  increasing  exte 
the  problems  which  confront  the  natior 
administrator,  whether  judiciary  or  exec 
five,  involve  factors  which  require  scienti 
knowledge  for  their  solution.  If  a  scienti 
civilisation  is  to  be  a  good  civilisation, 
should  accompany  an  increase  in  wisdo: 
Scientific  workers  must  accept  respon^il 
lity  for  the  control  of  the  forces  which  ha 
been  released  by  their  work.

Companies'  Annual  Returns 

The  attention  of  company  directors  and 
secretaries  is  called  by  the  Board  of  Trade 
to  the  provisions  of  an  Order-in-Council 
amending  the  Defence  (Companies)  Regula- 
tions, 1940,  which  was  published  on  May  5 
(S.R.  &  O.,  1942,  No.  803).  The  object 
of  the  Order  is  to  save  paper  and  its  principal 
effect  is  to  relieve  public  companies  from 
the  obligation  to  include  in  their  annual 
returns,  commencing  with  the  return  due 
this  year,  the  information  required  by  the 
Companies  Act  as  to  present  and  past 
members  of  the  company  and  the  stock  and 
shares  held  by  or  transferred  to  them.  The 
Order  does  not  apply  to  the  first  annual 
return  of  any  company  or  to  any  annual 
return  of  a  private  company  In  these 
cases  the  full  return  as  required  by  the 
Companies  Act  mast  still  be  made.  The 
Order  also  provides  for  the  same  protection 
to  companies  destroying  cancelled  share  and 
stock  certificates  as  was  given  by  Regulation 
7  of  the  Defence  (Companies)  Regulations 
(S.R.  &  O.,  1941,  No.  1778)  in  the  case  of 
share  or  stock  transfer  deeds.  In  addition, 
it  widens  the  application  of  Regulation  7 
by  extending  it  to  companies  and  transfer 
documents  not  previously  included.  The 
urgent  need  for  every  form  of  paper  saving, 
especially  in  annual  reports  and  prints  of 


chairmen's  speeches,  which  should  be  con- 
densed to  the  utmost  extent,  is  emphasised. 
Companies  are  also  urged  wherever  possible 
to  make  available  as  salvage,  if  they  have 
not  already  done  so,  old  records,  such  as 
old  dividend  sheets  or  books  and  paid 
dividend  warrants.  Copies  of  the  Order 
are  available  at  H.M.  Stationery  Office, 
Kingsway,  W.C.2,  and  through  booksellers. 

Calamine  Lotion  on 
Prescription 

Many  chemists  have  wondered  whether  they 
are  in  order  in  supplying  calamine  lotion 
without  restriction  when  it  is  required  for 
medicinal  purposes,  since  on  othef  occasions 
it  is  sold  for  toilet  use,  in  which  case  it  is 
subject  to  the  Limitation  of  Supplies  Orders. 
In  an  endeavour  to  clarify  the  position  a 
ruling  was  sought  from  the  Board  of  Trade, 
which  decided  that  "  calamine  lotion  is 
classed  as  a  toilet  preparation  and  supplies 
of  this  product  must  be  restricted  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Limitation 
of  Supplies  Order."  As  this  decision  did 
not  seem  to  take  into  consideration  the 
question  of  supplies  of  calamine  lotion  in 
bulk  for  use  in  hospitals  or  when  dispensed 
by  chemists  on  a  doctor's  prescription  for 
ithe  medical  treatment  of  skin  conditions, 
a  further  ruling  was  sought.  The  Board  of 
Trade  have  now  decided  that  "  they  are 
prepared  to  issue  licences  to  firms  wishing 
•to  supply  specific  orders  for  calamine  lotion 
required  by  hospitals."  This  makes  the 
position  of  bulk  supplies  to  hospitals  quite 
clear.  With  regard  to  supplies  of  calamine 
lotion  on  a  doctor's  prescription,  however, 
it  is  the  view  of  the  Board  of  Trade  that 
"  a  doctor's  prescription  is  not  regarded  as 
necessarily  warranting  supply  outside  quota, 
but  the  Board  would  be  prepared  to 
consider  separate  applications  on  their 
merits."  This  latter  view  will  no  doubt 
come  as  a  shock  to  many  pharmacists  who 
have  always  regarded  a  doctor's  prescription 
as  a  guarantee  that  the  preparation  con- 
cerned was  not  a  toilet  preparation  but  was 
required  purely  for  medicinal  purposes.  In 
making  this  decision  the  Board  of  Trade 
can  hardly  have  appreciated  the  obvious 
fact  that  the  only  person  qualified  to  decide 
whether  or  not  calamine  lotion  is  required 
for  medical  purposes  in  any  particular  case 
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is  the  doctor  who  examines  the  patient  and 
gives  the  prescription,  and  the  offer  "  to 
consider  separate  applications  on  their 
merits  "  seems  to  be  quite  pointless.  In 
any  case,  the  suggested  procedure  of  sending 
a  prescription  to  a  Government  Department 
for  approval  before  it  is  dispensed  would  not 
only  entail  considerable  delay  in  treatment 
and  extra  work  for  the  pharmacist,  but 
would  represent  an  unnecessary  bureau- 
cratic interference  in  a  relationship  existing 
between  doctor  and  patient  which  has 
always  been  essentially  a  personal  one. 

AKOTHER.  SALVAGE 
CONTEST 

Another  National  Waste  Paper  Contest 
is  on  its  way.  The  previous  one,  in  J  anuary , 
produced  record-breaking  results.  The  new 
one,  which  begins  on  May  i  and  ends  on 
July  31,  will  earn  ;^io,ooo  for  the  success- 
ful local  authorities  in  England,  Wales, 
Northern  Ireland  and  Scotland. 

The  prize  money,  which  has  been  donated 
by  public-spirited  organisations,  will  be 
distributed  to  those  local  authorities  in 
whose  districts  is  collected  (by  the  local 
authorities  themselves,  by'  waste  paper 
merchants,  by  voluntary  organisations  or 
otherwise)  the  heaviest  weight  of  waste 
paper,  books,  cartons,  etc.,  per  thousand 
of  the  population,  from  May  i  to  July  31 
inclusive.  For  the  purpose  of  the  contest 
all  local  authorities  in  England,  Wales  and 
Northern  Ireland  have  been  divided  into' 
three  divisions — borough  councils,  urban 
councils,  and  rural  councils.  In  each 
division  the  prize  money  will  be  allocated 
as  follows  : —

Another  ;^2,5oo  has  been  allocated  to 
Scotland  for  a  similar  contest,  thus  making 
the  total  prize  money  ;£io,ooo. 

Under  the  terms  of  this  new  contest 
there  will  be  no  competition  between  large 
boroughs  and  small  rural  areas.  Boroughs 
will  compete  only  with  boroughs,  urban 
districts  only  with  urban  districts,  and  rural 


districts  only  with  rural  districts.  The 
ultimate  disposal  of  the  cash  prizes  is  left 
to  the  entire  discretion  of  the  successful 
local  authorities.  The  money  will  be  theirs 
to  do  what  they  will  with,  but  it  is  generally 
agreed  that  local  charities  will  benefit. 

As  a  citizen  you  can  help  to  win  a  prize. 
Save  your  waste  paper,  books  and  cartons. 
See  that  they  are  kept  separate  from  your 
ordinary  waste,  and  that  they  are  bundled 
up  for  the  salvage  collector.  These  are 
your  legal  duties.

Your  help  will 
be  welcomed.  Give  your  name  to  your" 
council  today.  By  becoming  a  Salvage 
Steward  you  will  be  doing  an  important 
war  job.  You  will,  in  fact,  be  helping  to 
make  munitions.

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NUTRITION  IN  WAR-TIME 

by  Frank  Wokes,  Ph.D.,  B.Sc.  F.I.C.,  Ph.C. 


V. — Essential  Minerals 

Minerals  which  are  essential  for  nutrition 
may  be  divided  into  two  classes : — (i) 
Those  needed  in  fairly  large  amounts,  e.g. 
sodium,  potassium,  calcium,  magnesium, 
phosphorus,  sulphur,  chlorine. 

(2)  Those  needed  only  in  traces,  e.g. 
iron,  copper,  silica,  fluorine,  iodine, 
manganese. 

Constant  Minerals. — Sodium  and  chlorine 
^re  constant  constituents  of  the  body  fluids, 
and  if  the  concentration  of  either  falls 
^elow  a  certain  minimum  the  results  may 
be  serious.  Diets  normally  eaten  in  this 
country  contain  so  much  sodium  chloride 
that  deficiency  occurs  only  in  conditions 
where  long  continued  work  in  a  hot  dry 
atmosphere  has  caused  profuse  perspiration 
and  led  to  an  undue  loss  of  sodium  chloride 
in  the  sweat.    Coal  miners,  for  example,  are

liable  to  suffer  from  cramp  due  to  a 
deficiency  of  sodium  chloride  produced  in 
this  manner,  and  gain  relief  by  drinking 
large  quantities  of  a  suitable  beverage  con- 
taining a  small  proportion  (less  than  i  per 


cent.)  of  common  salt.  Potassium  is  needed 
in  muscles  and  red  blood  cells.  Vegetables 
provide  ample  quantities.  Deficiencies  are 
not  normally  encountered.  The  intake  of 
sodium  and  potassium  is  of  importance  in 
Addison's  disease.  Calcium  and  phos- 
phorus are  needed  mainly  for  bone  forma- 
tion, hence  their  requirements  are  greater 
in  children  than  in  adults.  For  example, 
a  child  aged  two  requires  about  i  gm.  of 
calcium  daily,  whereas  a  man  requires  about 
0-8  gm.  But  the  food  intake  of  such  a 
child,  measured  by  its  energy  requirement 
as  shown  in  the  adjoining  table,  is  only  about 
a  third  of  that  of  the  man.  The  child  has 
to  get  more  calcium  than  the  man  into  a 
third  of  the  amount  of  food  that  the  man 
eats.  Therefore  the  concentration  of  cal- 
cium in  the  food  the  child  eats  must  be 
three  times  as  great  as  in  the  food  the  man 
eats.  Hence  in  attempting  to  make  good 
a  deficienqy  of  calcium  in  the  national  diet 
it  is  nece#ary  to  rely  on  allotting  more  of 
the  calcium-rich  foods  such  as  milk  and 
cheese  to  children  rather  than  on  adding 
calcium  to  bread,  which  is  eaten  in  larger 
quantities  by  adults  than  by  children.  The 
addition  of  a  certain  amount  of  calcium  to 
wholemeal  bread  may  be  justified  because 
the  latter  contains  more  of  the  substahce 
phytic  acid,  which  interferes  with  the 
assimilation  of  calcium,  and  thus  more  of 
the  latter  is  required  in  a  diet  in  which 
white  bread  has  been  replaced  by  whole- 
meal bread.  But  this  does  not  mean  that 
a  very  large  proportion  of  the  calcium 
requirements  of  children  could  be  met  by 
addition  of  calcium  to  bread. 

Calcium-Phosphorus  Ratio.^ — -In  children 
phosphorus  is  needed  mainly  for  bone 
formation.  Bones  contain  about  twice  as 
much  calcium  as  phosphorus,  and  the 
requirements  of  phosphorus  in  children, 
especially  in  infants,  should  therefore  be 
about  half  that  of  calcium.  This  is  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  human  milk  contains 
twice  as  much  calcium  as  phosphorus  (i.e. 
the  calcium-phosphorus  ratio  is  2-1).  Such 
ratio  appears  to  be  optimal  for  the  assimila- 
tion of  calcium  by  infants.  In  cows'  milk 
the  calcium-phosphorus  factor  is  about  1-3, 
and  although  the  milk  contains  about  four 
times  as  much  calcium  as  human  milk  does, 
the  calcium  is  not  so  well  absorbed  unless 
the  supply  of  vitamin  D  to  the  infants  is 
greatly  increased. 
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Calcium  and  Magnesium. — These  two 
minerals  are  usually  found  in  the  same 
tissues  modifying  each  other's  properties. 
The  hardness  of  the  teeth,  for  instance, 
appears  to  depend  on  traces  of  magnesium 
phosphate  in  the  calcium  phosphate  which 
forms  the  bulk  of  the  inorganic  matter. 
Bone  formation  depends  on  the  presence  of 
magnesium  as  well  as  on  calcium  and 
phosphorus.  Magnesium  also  modifies  the 
stimulation  of  muscles  and  nerves  by 
calcium.  An  animal  may  be  rendered  un- 
conscious by  subcutaneous  injection  of  a 
magnesium  salt,  and  then  rapidly  brought 
back  to  consciousness  by  injection  of  a 
calcium  salt.  No  accurate  information  is 
available  about  the  requirements  of  mag- 
nesium. Since,  however,  definite  deficiency 
of  magnesium  has  not  yet  been  observed 
in  man,  it  is  assumed  that  normal  diets 
contain  sufficient  magnesium.  Analysis  of 
these  diets  show  that  they  provide  about 
a  third  of  a  gram  daily  to  the  average 
adult.  The  daily  adult  requirement  of 
magnesium  is  therefore  not  more  than  a 
third  of  a  gram,  and  may  be  appreciably 
less. 

Requirements  of  Iron.— Iron  is  needed  for 
the  formation  of  haemoglobin,  the  red  blood 
pigment  which  carries  oxygen.  Deficiency 
of  iron  therefore  leads  to  shortage  of 
haemoglobin,  causing  anaemia  and  general 
weakness.  This  shortage  may  be  detected 
either  by  matching  the  diluted  blood, 
treated  with  carbon  monoxide  to  convert 
unstable  hijemoglobin  into  stable  carboxy- 
haemoglobin,  against  a  suitable  standard,  or 
by  counting  the  number  of  red  cells  in  a 
given  volume.  A  red  cell  count  is  more 
useful  clinically  because  the  proportion  of 
young  red  cells  can  also  be  determined,  and 
this  proportion  is  higher  than  normal  when 
a  cure  of  pernicious  anaemia  is  being  effected. 
Haemoglobin  estimations  and  red  cell  counts 
on  large  numbers  of  persons  have  shown  that 
the  diets  of  many  people  are  deficient  in 
iron.  Sir  John  Orr  has  estimated  that 
nearly  half  the  population  of  this  country 
does  not  obtain  enough  iron  in  its  diet  to 
provide  its  requirements.  Married  women, 
especially  those  bearing  a  number  of 
children,  are  frequently  found  to  have  iron 
deficiency,  due  to  the  fact  shown  in  the 
adjoining  table  that  the  requirement  of  iron 
in  a  pregnant  woman  is  greater  than  in  a 
man.  Comparison  of  the  iron  requirements 
at  different  ages  with  the  energy  require- 
ments (and  therefore  with  the  food  intake) 
shows  that  the  diet  of  children,  especially 
young  children  and  infants,  needs  to  be 
considerably  richer  in  iron  than  the  diet  of 


men.  The  requirement  of  iron  per  thousand 
Calories  for  children  over  three  years  is 
5-0  mgm.  as  compared  with  3-4  mgm.  for  a 
man.  Hence  the  diet  of  such  children 
should  contain  5-o/3-4  or  approximately  1-5 
times  the  concentration  of  iron  present  iti 
the  diet  of  a  man.  Since  the  corresponding 
figure  for  calcium  was  shown  to  be  approxi- 
mately 3,  it  is  clear  that  the  enrichment  oJ 
bread  with  iron  would  do  more  to  make  good 
deficiencies  in  the  children's  diet  than  its 
enrichment  with  calcium,  but  this  woulc 
not  necessarily  apply  to  pregnant  women 
The  best  sources  of  iron  are  wholemea 
bread,  oatmeal,  eggs,  potatoes  and  greer 
vegetables.  Contrary  to  a  widespreac 
opinion,  meat  is  not  a  particularly  gooc 
source  of  iron.  There  is  certainly  a  fail 
amount  of  iron  in  beef,  but  only  about  < 
tenth  of  it  appears  to  be  assimilated 
Wholemeal  bread  contains  only  about  two 
thirds  of  the  total  iron  in  raw  beef,  but  ai 
eight-tenths  of  the  iron  in  wholemeal  breac 
is  assimilated  the  "  available "  iron  ii 
wholemeal  bread  is  8  x  f  or  about  fiv( 
times  the  concentration  of  the  ' '  available  ' 
iron  in  beef. 

* '  Availability  ' '  of  Minerals. — Both  iroi 
and  phosphorus  occur  in  foods  in  form: 
which  are  not  assimilated.  Therefore  calcu 
lation  of  the  iron,  or  phosphorus  value  o 
a  food  requires  data  not  only  on  the  tota 
iron  or  phosphorus  content  but  also  on  thi 
percentage  of  this  -wjhich  is  available  to  tb 
human  body.  The  lowest  percentages  o 
available  phosphorus  are  found  in  certaii 
cereals,  nuts  and  pulses,  e.g.  brazil  nuts  14 
barcelonas  17,  almonds  18,  coconut  ig 
cobnuts  26,  peanuts  43,  haricot  beans  (raw 
50,  sago  50,  wholemeal  flour  53,  butterbean 
(raw)  54,  oatmeal  and  walnuts  58,  ric 
(polished)  59,  lentils  (raw)  62.

Clinica 
evidence  of  a  deficiency  of  phosphorus  ii 
the  diet  is  not  easy  to  obtain.  Since  th 
utilisation  of  phosphorus  is  closely  con 
nected  with  the  supplies  of  calcium  and  0 
vitamin  D,  the  development  of  rickets  h 
children  may  be  due  to  a  deficiency  of  an; 
one  of  these  three  factors,  and  phosphoru 
has  usually  been  assumed  to  be  least  likel; 
to  be  deficient. 

Copper,  Iron  and  Manganese. — Copper  i 
associated  with  iron  in  physiological  func 
tions  such  as  the  formation  of  haemoglobir 
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he  adult  daily  requirement  of  copper  is 
robably  2  to  3  mgm.  Most  foods  which 
Diitain  iron  also  contain  copper  in  smaller 
mount,  and  up  to  the  present  no  definite 
vidence  has  been  obtained  of  copper 
eficiency  in  'man.  Copper  may  occur  in 
lanufactured  foods  through  the  use  of  plant 
Dntaining  this  metal,  and  steps  are  being 
iken  to  prevent  the  concentration  of 
Dpper  in  such  foods  reaching  a  level  at 
^hich  it  might  be  injurious.  Manganese 
;  generally  closely  associated  with  iron, 
ut  little  is  yet  known  about  its  physio- 
)gical  functions.  The  daily  requirement 
1  children  is  said  to  be  from  i  to  5  mgm. 
ccording  to  body  weight.  The  best  sources 
f  manganese  are  oatmeal,  soya  beans, 
rholemeal  breads  barley  and  rice. 


Iodine. — This  element  provides  a  striking 
example  of  the  physiological  importance  of 
minute  traces  of  a  given  substance.  The 
daily  requirement  of  an  adult  has  been 
estimated  as  being  between  0-05  and 
0-15  mgm.  Even  a  small  deficiency  of  iodine 
in  the  diet  may  appreciably  affect  the  cap- 
acity to  work,  since  the  iodine  is  needed 
for  the  formation  of  thyroxine,  the  hormone 
controlling  the  metabolism  and  bodily 
activities  as  a  whole.  Serious  deficiency  of 
iodine  over  a  considerable  period  of  time 
may  lead  to  a  decline  in  mental  ability. 
The  best  sources  of  iodine  are  eggs,  oatmeal, 
lettuce,  milk,  leeks,  cabbage,  carrots,  onions 
and  potatoes.  Iodine  deficiency  has  been 
prevented  in  Switzerland  and  America  by 
adding  potassium  iodide  to  table  salt.

enerators.  Furthermore,  com- 
ared  with  the  steam  engine,  the 
urbine  has  the  advantages  of  very 
3w  weight  and  size  per  unit  out- 
ut,  smooth  and  noiseless  uniform 
unning,  and  easy  and  accurate 
utomatic  governing,  because  of 
he  high  speed.  When  operated 
m  the  back-pressure  or  pass-out 
•rinciple,  power  can  be  generated 
t  a  cost  far  below  that  of  public 
upply  electricity  stations,  which 
perate  with  condensing  steam 
urbines,  wasting  about  50  to  55  per  cent. 
i  the  total  heat  of  coal  in  the  cooling  water. 


A  typical  example  of  a  recent  develop- 
ment in  small  steam  turbine  drives  is  the 
unit  illustrated,  which  is  a  back-pressure 
installation  of  only  90  B.H.P.  running  at 
a  speed  of  4,500  revolutions  per  minute,  with 
single-reduction  double-helical  gear  drive 
operating  a  short  extension  shaft,  on  which 
is  mounted  a  vee-rope  pulley.  The  steam 
pressure  at  the  turbine  stop  valve  is  160  lb.

The  week  has  again  been  without  out- 
standing development  in  the  London  drug 
and  chemical  markets,  the  only  bright 
feature  being  a  steady  consuming  trade. 
The  general  tone  is  firm,  and  prices  on  the 
whole  have  remained  at  about  the  levels 
recorded  last  week.  There  is  little  to 
comment  on  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  markets ;  business  has  again 
been  on  the  quiet  side,  with  prices  for 
home  makers'  products  well  up  to  recent 
levels  as  recorded  in  these  pages. 

Crude  Drugs 

While  there  is  little  activity  in  the 
markets  for  these  commodities,  a  fair  trade 
is  passing  direct  between  importers  and 
consumers.  Prices  are  mostly  firm. 
Business  in  Japanese  Agar  is  negligible, 
being  confined  to  occasional  sales  of  odd 
bales.  Cape  Aloes  remains  firm  but  un- 
changed. Supplies  of  Antimony  are  stated 
to  be  adequate  for  official  requirements,  but 
other  uses  are  not  being  catered  for. 
Sumatra  Benzoin  has  again  been  in  fair 
inquiry.  A  moderate  consuming  inquiry 
has  been  received  for  Camphor,  but  sales 
are  mostly  confined  to  approved  buyers. 
Cardamoms  remains  quiet  and  unchanged. 
There  is  no  change  to  report  in  the  position 
of  Cascara  sagrada.  Supplies  of  Chillies 
are  restricted,  but  prices  are  without 
fluctuation.  There  appears  to  be  no 
CoLocYNTH  available  on  spot  to  meet  the 
Continued  demand.  Ample  supplies  of 
Ergot  are  available,  but  not  much  interest 
is  being  taken.  No  official  information  has 
been  received  regarding  the  fixing  of 
maximum  prices  for  Ginger.  Ipecacu- 
anha, in  moderate  demand,  is  selling  slowly 
at  about  unchanged  prices.  A  little  more 
interest  is  being  taken  in  Menthol,  but 
prices  are  without  quotable  change.  A 
further  rise  has  occurred  in  the  spot  price  of 
Pimento.  More  interest  has  been  taken  in 
Senega,  and  some  business  is  recorded. 
Shellac  has  been  slow,  but  prices  have 
advanced.  Squill  remains  in  ample  supply. 

Essential  Oils 

Business  in  these  products  has  continued 
in  limited  quantities,  but  prices,  on  the 
whole,  are  unchanged.    Anise  (star)  has 


again  been  in  good  inquiry.  Bois  de  rose  jij 
is  steady  at  the  figure  quoted  last  week. 
No  important  price  movements  have 
occurred  in  Citronella.  Supplies  of 
Peppermint  are  becoming  increasingly 
difi&cult  to  find.  The  Ministry  of  Food 
announces  unchanged  prices  for  oils  and 
fats  allocated  to  primary  wholesalers  and 
large  trade  users  during  the  four  weeks 
ending  May  30.

U.S.  Standstill  Order  on  Agar  Supplies. — An 

order  issued  by  the  United  States  War 
Production  Board  prohibits  the  purchase 
or  sale  of  agar  from  or  by  a  person  having 
more  than  50  lb.  in  his  possession,  except 
for  bacteriological  use  or  under  permit. 

Guatemalan  Customs  Additions. — Recent 
additions  to  the  Guatemalan  customs  tariff 
include  propylamine,  trimethylamine,  piper- 
azine  and  their  compounds  and  salts  for 
industrial  use,  in  containers  of  22  kilos  or 
more  per  unit.

Sir, — In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  existing 
contract  for  National  Health  Insurance  dis- 
pensing expires  on  December  i  of  this  year, 
the  committee  of  the  Bath  Branch,  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  wish  to  remind  all 
local  branches  and  associations  of  the  need 
for  considerable  increases  in  dispensing  fees 
in  the  new  contract.  It  will  be  remembered 
that,  at  the  end  of  1941,  this  branch  drew 
up  a  suggested  scale  of  payment  for  N.H.I, 
dispensing.  Full  particulars  were  published 
in  the  C.  &  D.  and,  in  addition,  circulated 
to  N.P.U.  branch  secretaries.  All  branches 
were  requested  to  give  the  matter  serious 
consideration  and  send  resolutions  to  the 
N.P.U.  Executive  in  support  of  Bath's 
proposals.  The  initiative  must  be  taken  by 
the  local  organisations,  and  their  wishes 
submitted  to  the  N.P.U.  Executive,  in  order 
to  strengthen  the  claims  made  by  that 
body.

Lemon  Barley  Syrup. — E.R. — The  follow- 
ing formula  for  lemon  barley  syrup  will  give 
you  a  product  of  the  kind  you  have  in 
mind  : — 

Barley  flour      . .        .  .  2  oz. 

Citric  acid        .  .        . .  2  oz. 

Essence  of  lemon        .  .  1-2  dr. 

Sugar   2  lb. 

Preservative 

(Potassium  metabisul- 

phite)         .  .        .  .  40  gr. 

Bring  one  quart  of  water  to  the  boil, 
mix  the  barley  flour  to  a  thick  paste  with 
cold  water  and  add  to  the  boiling  water, 
stirring  all  the  time.  When  cold,  add  the 
sugar  and  citric  acid  and  then  the  preser- 
vative and  essence  of  lemon.  Make  up  to 
one  gallon  with  water.  The  strength  for 
use  is  one  part  of  this  syrup  with  three  to 
five  parts  of  water. 

Ice  Cream  Substitute.— McG. — In  the 
following  recipe  soya  flour  and  tragacanth 
replace  milk  powder  and  gelatin  respectively 
in  ordinary  cold-mix  ice  cream  powders. 

Soya  flour       . .        . .    i  lb. 

Sugar    . .        . .        . .    i-ii  lb. 

Gum  tragacanth        . .    J  oz. 

Flavouring  to  taste

A  satisfactory  product  results  from  using 
boiling  water  to  dissolve  the  sugar  and 
disperse  the  soya  flour,  and  cold  water  for 
making  the  tragacanth  mucilage.  We 
understand  that  the  Ministry  of  Food -I 
permits  the  use  of  soya  flour  for  making  I 
ice  cream  mixtures. 

Synthetic  Cream. — W.M. — Details  of  the  I 
nature  of  synthetic  cream  in  use  at  the 
present  time  and  a  consideration  of  its  i 
possible  bacterial  contamination  are  given 
in  an  article  in  the  "  Lancet  "  (February  2, 
p.  173).    The  chief  constituents  are  flour, 
dried  egg-yolk,  sugar  and  water,  with  a 
vegetable  fat  (usually  ground-nut  oil).  The 
flour-and- water  paste  is  heated  to  210°  F.  i 
for  thirty  minutes,  and  then  cooled,  the' 
egg-yolk   powder   and   sugar   being  then 
added.    The  fat  is  melted  separately,  held 
at  145°  F.,  and  atomised  under  high  pres- 
sure into  the  starchy  paste.    The  whole- 
mixture  is  further  heated  at  160-170°  F.  ' 
for  thirty  minutes,  homogenised,  and  cooled  i 
to  40°  F.  over  brine  coolers.  |
